Mencken once wrote: “ One of 
the crying needs of the time in 
this incomparable republic is for 
a suitable burial service for the 
admittedly damned. 
“ What is needed, and what I 
bawl for politely, is a service 
that is free from the pious but 


unsupported 
asservations 
that 
revolt so 
many 
of 
our 
best 
minds, and yet rem ains happily 
graceful 
and 
consoling . . . a 
suitable funeral for doubters, full 
of lovely poetry, but devoid of 
ans specific pronouncement on 
the subject of a future life. 
“ Such a libretto for the ines­ 
capable last act would 
be 
hu­ 
mane and valuable. I renew my 
suggestion that the 
poets 
spit 
upon their hands and confect it 
at once.” 
This w as typical of Mencken as 
he viewed the passing scene. 


His views, laced with humor 
and vitality, were given life in 
two dozen books and thousands 
of essays. 
“ The American Language,” a 
scholarly investigation of the ori­ 
gins of our speech, is a monu­ 
ment to his intellect. His three 
“ Days” books, "Happy Days,” 
“ Newspaper Days” and “ Heath­ 
en Days,” elude his personality. 
A stroke which affected sight 
and speech forced Mencken to 
lay aside his pen in 1948. 
But just last week, in his last 
public statem ent, Mencken told 


about a “ forgotten” manuscript 
he had worked up shortly before 
his stroke. 
It will be published next May 
as “ Minority Report.” 
Mencken’s career began at 19 
as a cub reporter on the old Bal­ 
timore Herald. Three years later 
he became city editor. 
The Baltimore Sunpapers em ­ 
ployed him in 1906 and for the 
ne1 42 years, off and on, he was 
a contributor. 
The vibrant ‘20s were Menck­ 
en’s stepping-stone to 
literary 
prominence. 


In 1924, with George Jean N a­ 
than and Alfred Knopf, who will 
publish his last book, he founded 
the American 
Mercury 
m aga­ 
zine. Not only did it serve Menc­ 
ken as a platform for his views, 
but through it he helped such 
authors as Sinclair Lewis 
and 
Theodore Dreiser along the road 
to fame. 
He m arried Sara 
Haardt 
of 
Montgomery, Ala., In 1933. She 
died five years later. 
After illness stilled 
his 
pen, 
Mencken spent much of his time 
sorting the correspondence and 


private papers collected during a 
lifetime of intimacy with great 
men. 
He enjoyed puttering 
in 
the 
small walled garden behind the 
three-story red brick rowhouse 
where he and August lived most 
of their lives. Sum mer evenings 
were spent there with friends. 
Mencken mellowed in his w an­ 
ing years. But there was nothing 
to indicate he had changed his 
beliefs in any way. 
Although an agnostic to 
the 
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last, he 
insisted 
he 
held 
no 
grudge against the 
pious 
and 
recently 
acknowledged 
t h a t 
churches were “ good forces in 
any community,” 
But 
in 
the 
same conversation he found the 
idea of anyone 
attempting

Mencken, In addition to his lit­

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BENEFITS FOR ALL? 
PRESIDENT Eisenhower noted the oth­ 
er day that almost half the population of the 
country now is potentially eligible for vet­ 


erans’ benefits. 
The President was using this point to 
urge that caution be exercised over ex­ 
tending veterans’ rights further because 
they may become so burdensome that the 
nation cannot afford them. 
This country has been very generous 
with its former World War II servicemen. 
They have been given help in readjusting to 
civilian life in unprecedented fashion. This 
is fine and few would argue that any of the 
benefits should have been denied them. 
However, a time may be approaching 
when veteran costs will outgrow the bounds 
of reason. To continue 
to 
extend 
these 
rights into the indefinite future may result 
in mortgaging the country. 
The period of readjustment and rehabili­ 
tation for veterans of World War II is past. 
Most are fully integrated into peacetime 
pursuits. Of course, the nation m ust con­ 
tinue to help those who are hospitalized and 
suffer disability. But beyond this it seems 
that benefits can be limited. 
If this is not done, the veterans will find 
they are victims of diminishing returns. 
What they pay in taxes will be returned 
to them in benefits, but bureaucracy in 
Washington will have taken a big chunk. 
Veterans these days are truly “ citizens 
first and veterans second.” 


SCOUTING S 46TH BIRTHDAY 
THE BOY SCOUT organization this year 
is observing its 46th anniversary. Those 
who can rem em ber when the movement 
started can appreciate the m arked ad­ 
vance that has characterized 
its 
record 
over the years. 
At the outset facilities were m eager and 
the basic program much more limited than 
it is today. But from the start the objec­ 
tive was what it is now—to teach boys to 
be useful to themselves and to the com m u­ 
nity, and to train them so that they will be­ 
come good citizens. 
Many business men of today have been 
scouts, and they doubtless will testify that 
the training they received in their troops 
has served them well. Many veterans of 
the recent war know that what they learn­ 
ed as scouts was of value to them in dis­ 
charging their military duties. 
The nation has profited from the scout 
organization. It is fitting that it should ob­ 
serve the anniversary of the founding of 
this organization. 


CARBON MONOXIDE 
DURING THE cold weather of recent 
weeks, newspapers have c a r rie d many 
stories of fatalities caused by carbon mon­ 
oxide poisoning. 
Carbon monoxide fumes are deadly, and 
they are insidious. They can strike before 
a person is aware of them. It is advisable 
while driving to allow’ sufficient ventilation 
to take care of a possible leak in an ex­ 
haust pipe. 
It is still more important to make cer­ 
tain that garage windows are open when 
an automobile engine is left running in­ 
doors. 


George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


What Theodore Roosevelt c a l l e d the 
“Strenuous 
life,” 
was a comparatively 
quiet way of living within the family. Since 
then we have been speeded up by enforced 
leisure. The 40-hour week leaves too many 
hours to fill and too little imagination goes 
into filling them. 
An old German, I know, has partly solv­ 
ed the problem by holding two jobs—two 
40diour w’eek jobs—which does him no 
harm as a week has 168 hours. 
I now loaf all but one hour a day. As I 
have never loafed before, I had no concept 
of how frightful such an ordeal can be, al­ 
though I have been told that some of the 
government office-holders have evolved a 
method of loafing wrhile appearing to work 
to keep the department payroll up to par 
to avoid cuts in the next budget. But pro­ 
longed doing nothing is degenerative of 
both the person and the spirit. 
To listen to radio or television by t h e 
hour is to fill time with chatter and noise. 
Noise is not a time-filler. It is only noise. 
I have never realized how ugly the human 
singing-voice can be if it is an uncultivat­ 
ed, untrained voice. 
I can only think of Lily Pons w’ho is 
everlastingly beautiful and then some fe­ 
male comes on the radio which no musicol­ 
ogist can describe as soprano, mezzo-so­ 
prano, alto, or even a female bass. It is a 
loud sound, too loud for a hospital room. 
Whatever it is, it is not a filler of leisure 
and serves no good purpose. It w’ould be 
better to work on the job during such hours. 
The explanation for our bad hearts is 
that wre strain them and tire them by work­ 
ing too hard. How' hard is too hard? In the 
39 years that I have been yarning a living 
at this and related professions, I have 
never been tired of my work. But life has 
been tiring at times because it has seemed 
so futile. 
Wars and depressions and the scalawag- 
gery of politicians, not only in this coun­ 
try but throughout the world in such an era, 
do tire and pain. One often must w’onder 
how long the people of any country can ac­ 
cept the god-man worship for which Hitler 
set the pattern and which everybody has 
since copied. 
It is humiliating to think that any o n e 
man is indispensable. What about all t h e 
rest of us? Are we not indispensable? 
It 
was fortunate for Soviet Russia that Lenin 
died so early; that ended the myth of the 
indispensable man in that country. When I 
was there in 1917-18, Lenin was regarded as 
indispensable: so was Trotzkv. Stalin exil­ 
ed Trotzky who was m urdered in Mexico. 
The work went on. 
As one lies here, one knows that nobody 
is indispensable nor that anyone, great or 
small, can measure the tenure of his exis­ 
tence. Our lives literally hang on a thread 
and we might as well make the most of it 
while we may. 
One becomes so conscious of how little 
time there is to live while in a hospital, 
where those who enter are in peril and not 
all who exit are alive. And so one thinks 
about how we fill the void of leisure and 
how little we really do in this country to 
cultivate the mind and the sensibilities but 
sit, for hours, with legs stretched out lis­ 
tening to noisy, frowsy dam es yell in aton- 
alities or permit ourselves to be brain­ 
washed by so-called com m entators who in 
private conversation cannot speak an ele­ 
vating phrase or an ennobling idea. 
There must be a better way to fill the 
leisure hours that a high standard of life 
and short hours of labor have brought to 
our people.

High Spood Drill 
New high speed diamond drills, 
operating at speeds of 15.000 and 
20,000 revolu tion s per m inute, 
promise to help dentists prepare 
te e th for fillin g s, crow ns and 
other restorations with a lighter 
touch and in less time. 
One new h yd rau lic turbine 
handpiece, developed recently at 
the National Bureau of Stand­ 
ards, operates at 45.000 rpm. Ex­ 
perimental work is now under 
way with a belt-driven handpiece 
using speeds in excess of 150,000 
rpm. 
Since these m achines produce 
less vibration, the dental patient 
feels less discomfort. 
Enactive Drug 
The new antibiotic, eathomy- 
eln, tests indicate, is effective 
against some bacteria which are 
resistant to all other known anti­ 
biotics. 
Scientists report that in test 
tube and animal studies it has 
successfully combated 
bacteria 
ca u sin g abscesses, 
w hooping 
cough, blood stream infections 
and serious urinary tract infec­ 
tions. 


Another new antibiotic, Alba- 
mycln, now undergoing clinical 
tr ia ls , h as proved e f fe c tiv e 
against a variety of infections. 
It also has been effective in 
certain cases of whooping cough, 
skin infection and bronchitis due 
to bacteria in sen sitiv e to our 
more common antibiotics. 
An important feature of Alba- 
mycin, tests indicate, is that bac­ 
teria which have become insen­ 
sitive to other commonly used 
antibiotics, may remain sensitive 
to the new drug. 
Baby Crib 
With an inflatable baby crib 
now on the commercial market, a 
baby can nap just about any­ 
where. 
Made of soft plastic, it can fit 
I inside a large handbag when it is 
deflated. Inflated, it measures 35 
to 20 Inches and stands 8 inches 
j high. 
The soft material won't mar 
floors, beds or auto seats.

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World Policies Due 
For Discussion With 
President Eisenhower

N E W YO R K 
—British Prime 
Minister Eden’s arrival today to 
talk o\er world policies with Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower may shed some 
light on three of the puzzles wor­ 
rying American businessmen: 
1. The talk about Russia's plan­ 
ning economic warfare in world 
markets, and all the new trade 
and political problems that could 
spawn. 
2. Tile olive branch Russia has 
just extended with its other hand, 
and all the economic uncertain­ 
ties that could bring, on the off 
chance the branch has real leaves. 
3. The dispute over more Amer­ 
ican aid to friendly nations, and 
all 
the 
turmoil 
that 
inspires 
among politicians, American ex­ 
porters and importers, and Amer­ 
ican taxpayers. 
Until recently talk about Russian 
plans for economic warfare have 
been 
poo-poohed. 
There 
is 
still 
great doubt about her ability to 
make good. 
But American businessmen are 
paying a little more attention now 
because of two things: I. Russia 
has been making tempting offers 
to Far Eastern nations. She has 
made barter deals in the Middle 
East, 
trading 
excess 
military 
equipment for cotton and the like. 
She has been wooing Latin Amer­ 
ica—where 
United 
States 
is 
so 
strong—with offers she 
may or 
may not be able to fulfill. 
Russia has recently announced 
a new five-year plan with stress 
on the production of heavy in­ 
dustry—which 
makes 
goods 
the 
military can use, but also goods 
that 
could 
be 
exported 
if that 
serves 
the 
Soviet 
world 
plan 
better. 
At 
present 
Russia’s 
industrial 
production capacity is believed to 
be less than half as great as that 
of the United States. 
But the disturbing fact is that 
since the war Russia’s industrial 
output has increased at a notable 
rate. She is still way behind the 
United States but she appears to 
be closing the gap a little.

It is just about time for you to 
sit down and figure out whether 
you owe Uncle Sam some addi­ 
tional income taxes for 1955, or 
whether Uncle owes you a refund. 
You can fill 
out

tax return anytime after Jan. I, as 
soon as your employer provides you 
with his record of how much taxes 
he deducted from your pay during 
the year—Form W2. If you are self 
employed, of course, you can file 
as soon as you like, using your own 
records of how 
much 
estimated 
tax payments 
you 
made 
during 
I 1955. 
The tax deadline, April 15, falls 
on Sunday this year, so you get 
until midnight (your time) 
Mon­ 
day, April 16, to get your return in 
the mail to your district tax direc­ 
tor's office, listed in the instruc­

with 
your tax 
forms. 
Everyone who had 
income of 
$600 or more in 1955 must file a 
return, regardless of whether any 
tax is due, except that for persons 
65 years of age or older, the mini­ 
mum amount is $1,200.

designed its tax forms this year. 
The revision should make tht tax 
filing chore easier for 
something 
like 40 million taxpayers — about 
68 per cent of the nearly 59 million 
expected to file individual tax re­ 
turns this year.

One lies here and thinks about 
such things and about what

I thought of 
that day in Petrograd in 1918 when 
I was told to be at a railroad sta­ 
tion because I was going to leave.

“ Russian Daily News” and even 
that was nothing. 


A soldier stood outside the door; 
the paper was closed. As a free 


newspaper, it was closed forever. 
The train I was put on went into 
Siberia to China, but no one knew 
whether it would get there. No one 
knew that it would ever reach any 
point. In fact, our locomotive was 
so often taken from us thai we 
might have been left somewhere 
in the snow first to starve, then 
to freeze. 
But somehow we managed. We, 
on that train, succeeded in reach­ 
ing Chinese territory 
and 
some 
even went to their homes. I reach­ 
ed my home 13 years later. But it 
did happen. 
And that too is something that 
one thinks about 
here, 
namely, 
that somehow the good Lord does 
look after us for a spell and we 
cling on to whatever we are doing, 
sure that there must be some use 
to it or we should not be doing 
what we do. And if one thinks 
that way, it is even possible to 
forgive the politicians their fright­ 
ful waste in time, earnings and 
human life.
